NEW JERSEY WILL VOTE FOR HILL. 


The Masses in the Old Reliable Democratic 
State Will Stand Up tothe Man 
Who Fights and Wins. 


Aunany, N. Y., February 3.—[Special.}— 
The preliminary caucuses for the selection of 
delegates to the state convention are now 
being held. Politicians are alive, and ac- 
tive work is going ahead. 

The Cleveland men are red-hot against 
the Murray Hill politicians, who have 
knifed Mr. Cleveland in the most effectual 
manner. Their attitude of hostility to thé 
constituted authorities of the party, if en- 
dorsed by Mr. Cleveland, would be a con- 
fession of defeat in the beginning. The 
four weeks for the election of delegates 
are just as favorable for one side as_ for 
the other. The man with the most votes 
will win, and, whoever he is, the demo- 
crats will stand to him loyally. 

As a consequence, the Cleveland demo- 
crats have concluded to enter the contest 
to fight for possession of the state conven- 
tion, and, if Hill carries it, to be just as 
true to him as they would exvect his 
friends to be to them were the victory to 
be reversed. 

In the first contests, however, Hill comes 
out ahead. Lewiston, the first point in 
Niagara county, sends Cleveland delegates 
to the county convention. Hill’s friends, 
however, claim that they will secure the 
state delegates from the county. In the 
second assembly district Hill secured the 
delegates to the state convention. This 
puts him in the lead at the start. The 
district convention adjourned with three 
cheers for Senator Hill. 
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NEW JERSEY’S DEMOCRATIC DELEGATION. 


Will Be for David B. Hill—No Other 
Name Mentioned for the Presidency. 


Trenton, N.:J., February 3.—David B. 
Hill will have the solid New Jersey delega- 
tion tothe national convention at Chicaga 
That can be put down in advance as a settled 
fact. The handful of Cleveland democrats in 
various parts of the state is growing less and 
lacks influence. The large assortment of 
mugwumps who dwell inthe Oranges and at 
Summit and §Short{ Hills cuts no figure. 
The Jersey mugwump denounces Hill when 
at his desk in New York and goes through the 
saine.performance when he gets back home at 
night. The Cieveland maniain New Jersey 
is confined within the shadows of the Orange 
mountains. 

Hi!l is the choice of the masses. He is also 
the unanimous favorite of the leaders of the 
democracy. The Cleveland contingent pre- 
tends to poll the members of the legislature 
and declares that most of the Solons are for 
Cleveland. Itisn’t trne. A large majority 
ofthe democratic senators and assembiymen 
now in session here are for Hill. They say so 
very frankly to their friends. They probably 
decline to talk toa lot of young men whorun 
around witha small pad anda large pencil 
and try toextract a Cleveland boom out of 
the result. 

The state convention to elect delegates to 
Chicago will doubtless be held earlier than 
usual. It may be held before the legislature 
adjourns. While the exact date has not been 
determined, it is likely to be early in April 
and perhaps the latter partof March. New 
Jersey proposes so fall in jine for Hill directly 
behind New York, and hence it will get its 
delegation for the Empire State senatorin 
shape soon after the Albany convention has 
been held. 

The enthusiasm for Hillis increasing every 
day.

THE REPUBLICANS WALKED OUT 


And the Democrats Kun Business Without 
Them. 

HartTForD, Conn., February 3.—The house 
met yesterday atlo’clock p. m. Most of the 
democrats and half a dozen republicans 
attended its session. The session introduced 
one of the most novel performances of the 
legislative session. A roll cal] was taken on 
the question pending the adoption of the 
special rule giving the speaker power to 
adjourn the house in the absence of a quorum 
for a considerable length of time. 

The call disclosed the lack of a quorum and 
Speaker Pirge declared the house adjourned. 

Mr. Walker, of Hartford, tried to makea 
motion, but the speaker proceeded with the 
declaration. 

“The house standsadjourned until tomorrow 
at 1 o’clock,’’ said Speaker Paige. 

“The house does not stand adjourned until 
tomorrow at 1 o’clock,’” said Mr. Walker, 
“and meinbers will keep their seats.” 

The nembers, being by that time all demo- 
Crats, did keep their seats. After a pause 
Mr. Walker rose and said he had been cut off 
when attempting to puta motion that was in 
order. He then read an argument intended 
to show that the house rule giving the speaker 
power to adjourn the house in the absence of a 
quorum was unconstitutional, and the act of 
the speaker under it was, therefore, invalid. 
The house, he claimed, in the absence of a 
quorum could adjourn from day to day and 
take means to compel the attendance of absent 
members. The speaker having abandoned his 
Chair, it was necessary to elect a speaker pro 
tem., said the democratic leader. Callahan,

Bank on the 
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SIR MORELL MACKENZIE. 
Death of the Greatest Physician of the 
Century. 

Lonpon, February 3.—Sir Morell MacKen- 
zie, the great physician, is dead. He ha 
suffered from bronchitis and asthma, following 
his recent attack of in- 
fluenza. His _ illness, 
however, it was consid- 
ered, had taken a favor 
able course. He was at- 
tended by his brother 
His death was quite sud- 
den. 

The career of Dr. Mac- 
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Y/P Bb is a striking example 
of the force of genius. He early displayed 
great analytical and surgical power, and, 
when yet quite young, was re- 
regarded by the seniors of a jealous profession 
as their equal. His fame traveled 
from England to all ~parts of the 
world, where his name came to 
be regarded as an authority in medicine. He 
was the recipient of distinguished attention 
from royalty, and was a weicome, familiar 
visitor to Queen Victoria, in social intercourse. 

It was to this circumstance that he owed his 
call to attend the late Emperor Frederick of 
Germany. The crown prince, as he then was, 
was stricken with cancer. Bismarck was his 
eneiny and was anxious that he should never 
ascend the throne. In this emergency the old 
Emperor William died. At the moment 
Frederick was under the treatment of Dr. Mac- 
Kenzie, who had been called in by the crown 
princess, the daughter of Victoria. There is 
anjunwritten law in Prussia that if the heir is 
the subject of an incurable disease the 
throne should go to the next in succession. If 
a German doctor had been in attendance, he 
would have so reported to Bismarck, but 
the sturdy English physician refused to do so. 
Frederick became emperor just long enough 
to make his wife the empress, and to set the 
foundation for Bismarck’s overthrow. Thi 
proceeding gave rise toanangry quarrel, in 
which the German physicians bitterly. criti- 
cised MacKeuzie. The reply of the latter, 
written after his return to England, is a re- 
markable contribution to current history. 

The friendship of Queen Victoria, as well as 
the distinguished meritof Mackenzie asa 
physician, will doubtless secure him interment 
in Westminster Abbey. 


STATING THEIR POSITION. 


The Third Party and Farmers’ Alliance Two 
Separate Organizations. 


Topeka, Kans., February 3.—The official 
organ of the karmers’ Alliance in this state, 
published by the executive committee of the 
order, this week contains statements author- 
ized by the executive committee, showing the 
distinction between the people’s party and the 
alliance. The two organizations are, tle com- 
mittee states, entirely separate, the people’s 
party being outside of and independent of the 
alliance. The statement continues: 

We now officially declare that there is no such 
thingas an alliance ticket. Neither can the alliance 
hold a party political caucus, party primary elec- 
tion or adopt direct party measures as such within 
alliance meetings proper, without the liability of 
forfeiting their charter. We have not the shadow 
of right to use the funds of the treasury for strict 
party purposes, yet we have the right to advocate 
uny principle or platform adopted by state or 
national organization.

ALL ABOUT BLAINE. 


A Rupture in Harrison’s Cabinet Is Immi- 
nent. 


HARRISON'S FRIENDS ARE INTRIGUING 


To Get Rid of the Obnoxious Sec- 
retary of State, 


WHOSE AMBITION IS TOO HIGH, 


And Whom They Believe to Be at Work 
to Secure the Republican. Nomi- 
nation. 


WASHINGTON, February 3.—[Special.]~—The 
sensational attack made upon Mr. Blaine 
yesterday, through a newspaper here which 
is controlled by a well-known republican, 
who is known to be violently opposed to 
the secretary of state, has created a sensa- 
tion among politicians and further develop- 
ments are awaited with great interest. 

If the attack was not inspired directly 
by the president’s friends, it at least had 
the active sympathy of some of them who 
have come to believe that Mr. Blaine is 
the real disturbing element in republican 
politics and is the only man who stands 
between Mr. Harrison and a renomina- 
tion. 

Different views are entertained as to the 
motive which prompted the attack, although 
it is claimed that the facts in connection 
with the Hale dinner are substantially 
correct, 

What Blaine’s Friends Say. 

Some of Mr. Blaine’s friends say that 
the Harrison men, having become convinced 
that Mr. Blaine is about to leave the cab- 
inet in order to enter the presidential 
race, the Harrison men have ta- 
ken what looks on the the surface 
like a circumstantial case of du- 
plicity and trickery on the part of Mr. 
Blaine, in his conduct of the Chilean 
affair, to exploit that matter before the 
country in-a sensational way, and thus 
force the retirement of the secretary of 
state under a cloud, 

The Other Side Talks. 

Mr. Harrison’s friends, on the other hand, 
say they have no disposition to make open 
war on Blaine, although he has acted outrage- 
ously in the Chilean matter, and in a sort of 
patronizing spirit of charity they insinuate 
that Biaine’s irritable display of temper at the 
Hale dinner was due toasortof mental un- 
rest, caused by the failing of his physical 
powers. While they do not charge directly 
that Mr. Blaine’s mind is unsettled, yet, ina 
roundabout way they hint at it, and cite many 
incidents of his strange conduct recently. 

Is Blaine Demented? 

For instance, they say that Mr. Blaine has 
become extremely absentminded. A few 
days ago, itis said, the president gave him 
some papers in connection with some matters 
pending in the state department, and asked 
him to attend to them immediately. Mr. 
Blaine is said to have stuffed the papers into 
his pocket, and several days afterwards, when 
inquiry was made about them, to 
have disclaimed any knowledge of the 
papers having been given to him. 
Subsequently, when he found them 
in his pocket, he is said to have stated that he 
had forgotten all about the matter. 

Moody and Mad. 

At the cabine? meetings he does not, so the 
Harrison people say, venture a decided opinion 
on any subject, but shrugs his shoulders and 
gives a sort of contemptuous assent, 
and, when the cabinet meeting is 
over, goes out and condemns. the 
course of the president and his ad- 
visers among his social and political friends. 
How much truth there isin all this it is im- 
possible to say, but it’s very evident that a 
crisis has been reached in thecabinet, and that 
a sensational explosion of some kind may occur 
any day. 

Still Debating the Rules. 

The house of representatives spent the 
whole day in debating amendments to the 
rules, which were successively negatived. 
The rules will finally be adopted as they were 
reported by the committee.

WILL BUILD A WIGWAM 
To Shelter the Next National Democratic 
Convention. 


CuicaGco, February 3.—The local committee 
of democrats to provide for the coming annual 
convention has at last abandoned all hopes of 
securing the interstate exposition building in 
which to hold the convention. Chairman 
Hesing, of the committee, has been informed 
by the architects that the use of the exposition 
building would delay the construction of the 
new art institute building, which must be 
built on the exposition building site before the 
world’s fair opens. This information has had 
the effect of putting a stop toall talk of the 
exposition building, and the committee has 
decided to build a wigwam capable of seating 
15,000 persons. A committee, consisting of H. 
L. Wilkinson, Charles Kern, Walter Bogle 
and J. W. Richards, was appointed to select a 
site. Itis probabie that a portion of the lake 
front to the north of Battery D may be decided 
upon. The wigwam will cost at least $27,000. 


Dynamite Explosion. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., February 3.—A Wood’s Run 
ear of the Manchester line, having on board thir- 
teen of the new employes of the company, was 
wrecked on Beaver avenue at 4:50 o'clock this 
morning, by the explosion of a dynamite cartridge 
which had been placed on the track. The explo- 
sion occurred as the car was passing the Manches- 
ter locomotive works, and though the concussion 
was so severe that the car was thrown from the 
track and badly wrecked, and windows shattered 
in aliof the houses on the side of the street near- 
est the track over which the car was running, no 
ohe was seriously hurt. 


Burned to Death.

Mrs. Dempsey Adams, a widow lady about 
sixty-five years of age, who lived in Edgefield 
county, was burned to death yesterday. She 
was in the house alone, when ber dress caught 
fire.

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Earthquake in Oregon. 


PORTLAND, Ore., February 3.—A severe earth- 

uake shock occurred here at 8 :30 o’clock tonight. 
Brick buildings shook and windows rattled, terri- 
fying the inmates, who in many instances rushed 
into the streets. The shock lasted about thirty 
seconds and is probably the most severe earth- 
quake ever felt in this city. Sofar as can be 
learned no damage was done beyond breaking a 
few window panes.

THE END OF HARRIS’S ROPE. 


The Terrible Story of a Base Villain’s 
Life. 


New York, February 3.—Counsel for Car- 
lyle W. Harris, the convicted wife poisoner, 
during his trial, did not place him on the wit- 
ness stand in his own behalf. 

The reason was made apparent today when, 
having fastened on him the cowardly and base 
murder of a beautiful and confiding young 
woman, the prosecuting attorneys made public 
the story of the murderer's double life for the 
past dozen years. 

Assistant District Attorneys Wellman and 
Sims were prepared to bring out all the dis- 
gusting and criminal details, had Harris gone 


on the stand. 

Toward the end of the first week of the 
Harris trial, a gentleman living in Connecticut 
told Wellman that about seven years ago he 
was acquainted with a young girl named Lulu 
Vanzandt, who had been married at the age 
of fourteen, to a young man named 
Carlyle Harris, who was then sixteen 
years old. The young wife soon de- 
tected her husband in an intrigue 
with another girl. In disgust, she left him. 
Inspector Byrnes’s detectives found the girl at 
Perth Amboy, N. J., but nothing could induce 
herto cometo New York to testify against 
Harris, who had threatened her life so that she 
lived in perfect terror of him. 

The district attorney also ascertained that 
Harris became engaged to a Miss Worrell, the 
daughter of a Kentucky clergyman about 
three months after his secret marriage to 
Helen Potts. During Harris's engagement to 
Helen Potts he wanted to engage himseif toa 
young lady living in Asbury Park. About 
the same time Harris betrayed another gir! at 
Asbury Park. He was also engaged to marry 
® young lady living in Brooklyn, who was a 
close friend of his mother. 

It has{also been learned that Harris seduced 
a servant girlin this city, who, in 1889, gave 
birth toachildin one of the city hospitals. 
Harris told her to ‘“‘get rid of the brat’’ by 
leaving it on some doorstep. 

In July, 1890, Harris is said to have gone to 
a lawyer and sought his advice about getting a 
divorce from Helen Potts. Harris was at one 
time employed as purser on the Old Dominion 
steamship line, and the officers tell many tales 
about his habits. 
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THEY BOUGHT DOG-TAIL 


And Shipped It to Europe as Good Mid- 


dling. 

MEMPRIS, Tenn., February 3.—It was stated on 
the cotton exchange this morning that Faller R. 
and Richard J. Jones, comprising the firm of 
Jones Bros. & Co., cotton buyers, had suddenly 
left the city. Four thousand dollars’ worth of 
cotton belonging to the firm was attached at 
Newport, Ark., last Saturday to secure a claim of 
Hirsch Brothers of this city. 

The firm has been for some years one of the 
heaviest buyers on the Memphis inarket, until this 
season, when their spot transactions dropped to 
comparatively small proportions. They bought 
largely in the interior, however, on orders from 
Bremen and Havre, which were filled through a 
New Orleans branch of the house. Beiore the 
New Orleans branch. was closed, the firm chartered 
two vessels from the Straits of Gibraltar, and an- 
other from Ross, Kean & Co., of New Orleans, for 
Bremen, and sent them off laden with cotton. 
Then they came back and boasted of having made 
$50,900 on the venture. 

It is understood that heavy reclamations have 
been coming in lately on cotton 8 ipped for 
foreign account, amounting to 15,000 bales, and 
which did not turn out to be uptothe grade in- 
voiced. The aggregate of these reclamations, itis 
said, represents a very larce fortune, some esti- 
mates giving as big as $100,000. The firm has of 
jate years been large buyers of a most inferior 
grades of cotton commonly known as dogtail. At 
the close of last season, they took several thousand 
bales of this stuff, which had been left 
over in the hands of various factors, and in the 

ast few months they have bought large 
ots of inferior cottons at other points. 
This is the kind of cotton which, it is said, tney 
shipped to Havre and Bremen and drew against 
as iniddling. 

Lately buyers have been receiving letters from 
their correspondents in Europe asking how it was 
that Jones Bros. could offer cotton 4% cent lower 
than they could, This shut out legitimate buyers 
and accounts for large orders filled by the firm on 
their two chartered vessels. By shipping under 
the class of cotton, a profit of from seventy-five to 
one hundred thousand doilars could have been 
made on that one venture of those shipments and 
the latter amount, strangely enough, is just what 
W. R. Jones claims to have made.

. DILL’S BANKING METHODS, 
Running a Business Entirely on the Deposits 
of the Unwary. 

CLEARFIELD, Pa., February 3.—The trial 
of Banker Dill, of the suspended Houtzdale 
institution, for converting to his own use 
£25,000 drawn against the account of the 
Houtzdale bauk on the Chest- 
nut National bank of Philadelphia, began to- 
day. Cashier McGrath testified that he knew 
nothing of the transaction complianed of un- 
til the monthly statement was _ received 
from Philadelphia. He testified that he 
and Dill entered into partnership without 
capital and took (charge of the Houtzdale. 
They advertised a capitai of $50,000, but did 
business wholly on the money deposited. This 
money, taken by Dill, belonged to the deposi- 
tors. At different times Dili took money ag- 
gregating about eighty thousand dollars, be- 
longing to depositors, and brought it to Clear- 
tield, saying that he did so because the Houiz- 
dale vault was not secure. Oniy $15,000 of this 
money was credited to Houtzdale, the remain- 
der being credited to Dill’s private account.

Restored to His Parents at 8 O'clock in 
the Morning. 


CARRIED OFF BY UNKNOWN MEN, 


They Keep Him Hidden Out for 
Several Days, 


IN THE HOPE OF EXTORTING RANSOM. 


The Father, Upon His Return from a Fruit- 
less Search, Finds the Boy Delivered 
at His Door, 


Pounp Ringg, N. Y., February 3—The 
eight-year-old child, Ward Waterbury, who 
was kidnaped from the. vicinity of a 
schoolhouse near Long Ridge, Conn., Mon- 
day afternoon, and for whom his parents 
and the entire neighborhood have been search- 
ing far and near ever since, was brought home 
this morning by John Close, of Stanwick, 
Conn. Mr. Waterbury was at home, having 
but just returned from his trip to Miller's 
Bridge, where he had been summoned by a 
letter signed ‘“‘River Boys,’’ making an ap- 
pointment with him there. He had 
gone alone to the spot in accordance 
with the demands of the letter writers. 

After remaining there until after half-past 
1 o’clock this morning, he came to the conclu- 
sion that the kidnapers had been frightened 
away and did notcome. Then he drove home- 
ward. The father and mother were endeav- 
oring to console each other in their misery 
when, at 3o’clock this morning, the doorbell 
rang, and John Close entered with the missing 
boy. 

As Mr. Waterbury opened the door in an- 
swer to the ring, Ward sprang into his father’s 
arms and then into his mother’s, who had fol- 
lowed her husband tothe door. There wasa 
very affecting scene. John Close was warmly 
thanked by Mr. and Mrs. Waterbury for 
bringing Ward back. 

When the excitement had become some- 
what subdued, Close told how he had come to 
get Ward. Close is a clam digger. Heisa 
man of humble circumstances. He lives at 
Stanwick, Conn., convenient to his clam beds. 

At 2 o’clock this morning there was a loud 
knocking at his front door. The knocking 
continued and finally aroused him. He opened 
the door and saw a little boy standing out- 
side. 

‘Who are you?” he asked. 

“Tam Ward Waterbury,” answered the boy, 
‘‘and I want to go home.” 

Close asked Ward to come in, and he did so. 
He then told Close his story. He said a man 
had brought him up to the house on his back 
and had told him to go and knock on Close’s 
door. Then the man ran away. 

Returned to His Home. 

Mr. Close had heard of the abduction of 
Ward Waterbury and he decided to take Ward 
to his parents immediately. So he hitched up 
his horse at once and drove to Waterbury’s 
house, at Long Bridge, arriving there at 3 
o’clock a. m. 

Ward Waterbury then told the story of his 
abduction. 

The boy told how he had been approached 
by two tall, plainly dressed men, about 5 
o’clock Monday afternoon, as he was 
playing near the schoolhouse. They 
show them the way 
to a near-by place, and he 
consented. After he had gone a short distance, 
and as soon as they were out of sight of the 
schoolhouse, the men told him roughly that 
he must go with them, and picked him up and 
started into the woods. e did not know 
where or how far he went, but only that long 
after dark that night he was taken toa small 
house where he was kept until Jast night, when 
he was taken to the gate of Mr. Close’s place 
and left as already described. The police are 
hard at work on the case, but as yet have no 
clue.

The Representative of the Railway League 
Talks of the Legislative Race. 

Captain R. A. Broyles, the nominee of the 
Railroad League for the legislature, was re- 
ceiving congratulations from many of his num- 
erous friends yesterday. 

He said he appreciated the honor bestowed 
upon him as much as human gratitude was 
capable of, and would strive to demonstrate 
his worthiness of the trust imposed on him by 
the league. In speaking further on the sub- 
ject, Captain Broyles said: 

“T have not had time yet to study the issues 
that the people are mostly interested in, and 
have sy by any means constructed a plat- 
form. can tell you in advance, however, 
what the principal props of the platform, 
when completed, will be. In the first place, I 
am unalterably i 5 we to the appointment of 
the county commissioners by the grand jury. 
And in this I only voice the hearty sentiments 
of the Railroad League, for a resolution to 
that effect was proposed in the meeting Mon- 
day night, and was not adopted only because 
it was not reduced to writing. I believe in all 
oftices being filled by the voice cf the people, 
and especially when they are so important as 
the county commissioners of Fulton county. 

“The grand jury might appoint just as good 
men as the people would elect, but then every- 
body would feel safer with the matter in the 
hands of the people with a common interest 
and sense of justice. Then I think that such 
a method, as appointing officers by grand 
juries, is undemocratic, and will prove unsatis- 
factory to the people.” 

‘When I adopt a plaform,” he continued, 
“it will be constructed of principles and not 
prejudices. 

Justice and equity will appear above all 
things. What I mean by this is: I am a rail- 
road man and occupy a peculiar position as 
between corporation and employe. Nowif an 
issue was to develop that wasa difference be- 
tween the company and the employes—if I 
thought the company was in the right, I 
would say so without feat or favor; if, on the 
other hand, I thought the employes were 
right and the company wrong, I would lend 
all my intiuence and efforts to their side of the 
issues. You understand what I mean, that I 
am free and unhampered and will be con- 
trolled only by convictions anda sense of 
justice and equity.

WILL BE SOLD TODAY. 


The Brosius Stockholders Decide That the 
Sale Must Take Place. 

The property of the Brosius Motor Sewing 
Machine Company will be sold at public out- 
cry today. 

The sale was made inevitable by lack of suf- 
ficient funds to carry on the business. 

A meeting of the stockholders was held in 
the office of Mr. G. A. Howell yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of heariug the reports 
and considering the proposed plans of 
the gentleman who had been working to 
place the company on a_ better basis 
aud prevent the sale of its property. 
The stock was about all represented, and the 
decision of the meeting will, therefore, be final 
and absolute.

About two hours anda half were occupied in 
discussing the situation, but nothing could be 
accomplished tochange it. Some ofthe stock- 
holders were willing and anxious to pay the 
assessment proposed, but the majority were 
not. They said they have every confidence in 
the merit of the machine and the ultimate 
success of the company, but they simply did 
not have and could not raise the money to pay 
the required assesments. 

It was finally decided that nothing could be 
done but to let the sale take place according 
to the original order. 

The property is probably worth close to one 
hundred thousand dollars. It consists of 
the buildings, machinery and

cated, near the East Tennessee shops, a lot of 
completed machines and parts of machines, 
and material and other minor possessions. 
All the patents and other property of the com- 
pany are included.

The Financial Outlook. 

The people are money-mad, as a famous 
preacher said, the other day. 

It isan era of as much uncertainty in 
finance as in politics. The wildest theories, 
statements and predictions are hurled into 
publicity, and the oldest financiers talk as 
absurdly as the youngest beginners in bus- 
iness, 

In the money centers of the north, where 
there is a congestion of currency, the 
capitalists say that expansion would be 
ruinous; in the vast agricultural districts 
of the south and west, the people say that it 
Is ruinous to let things remain as they are. 
On the one hand it is held that we will be 
d—d if we do get more‘money, and, on the 
other, that we will be d—d if we don’t. 

Matthew Marshall, the financial writer of 
The New York Sun, says that the accumu- 
lation of currency in New York at the pres- 
ent time is extraordinary, exceeding any- 
thing ever known before. Money goes beg- 
ging at less than 2 per cent per annum on 
call, and less than 4 per cent ontime. In 
Mr. Marshall’s opinion, this points to an 
era of speculation and high prices. 

So much for this financial expert. A 
directly opposite prediction is made by Sam- 
uel Benner, of Dundas, O., whose financial 
forecasts are highly esteemed on the stock 
exchange, Mr, Benner says that for the 
next six years trade will languish, and low 
prices will prevail. This will be because 
there is not sufficient prospect of the expan- 
sion of the currency to produce and stimu- 
late speculation. During the past nine 
years, he says, there has been a contraction 
of national bank notes to the extent of 
$190,000,000. This is bad enough, but 
what is to be expected when the corporate 
existence of ninety-six national banks will 
expire during the present year? Then, in 
the course of a few years, all the national 
bank notes ,will have to be returned when 
our government bonds mature. 

Despite these facts, capitalists stand by 
the demonetization of silver, which is one 
of the chief causes of our financial depres- 
sion at large, and unequal distribution of 
currency. — 

A conservative western newspaper, The 
Kansas City Times, sounds this note of 
warning: 

The fact that national bank notes must be 
retired at the maturity of our government bonds 
is the real financial problem which confronts con- 
gress at present. It is true thata dozen years wil 
intervene before that time arrives, but the cur- 
rency question should be solvedin advance of 
necessity. To wait until an approaching crisis is 
at hand, when the date and results are foreseen, 
would be sheer folly. 

Because impracticable schemes are presented 
from one source, doubtfu! expedients from an- 
other, anda third is rapidly becoming, political 
with adverse parties in control of different 
branches of the government, all effort in the 
direction of a remedy should not be dropped 
through fear of arousing the distrust of vested 
interests. These interests demand sowe solution, 
and the question must be met. 

Now, in the face of these ominous truths, 
is it not high time that we should give our 
serious consideration to the proposed revival 
of the old state banking system. That sys- 
tem stimulated both trade and speculation, 
and furnished an expansive currency. Under 
it the country grew rich and powerful. 
Then, we had local money centers, and such 
congestion as now exists in New York was 
unknown. Then, the farmer, as well as the 
merchant and speculator, could be accom- 
modated on his landed security. We need 
these old state banks of issue again. They 
constitute the true American system of 
banking. If their re-establishment is not 
in adequate remedy for existing evils, will 
some one kindly come forward and suggest 
a better?

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This Is Centralization. 

The decision of the federal supreme court 
in favor of the constitutionality of the law 
forbidding the transmission through the 
mails of any lottery matter goes very far. . 

It is press censorship. Under this anti- 
lottery act a postmaster who is prejudiced 
against a newspaper may stop its circulation 
in the mails on a frivolous pretext, and the 
publisher would have no redress, 

This act is as much a blow to the press as 
it is to the lotteries, Itis a long step to- 
wards centralization, and a little more legis- 
lation of this sort will make every newspa- 
per dependent upon the favor of a partisan 
administration. 

We have nothing to say against a law pro- 
hibiting lotteries, but the means provided 
for the execution of this act are unworthy 
of a free people. 


Diversified Farming. 
The farmers of Georgia are investigating 
to tind out some crop to take the place of 


cotton. It isonly a question of time when 
this will have to be settled by our farmers, 
and to discuss it now is the proper thing 
to do, 

There is no question that has been more 
clearly settled in Georgia than that the man 
who makes all his supplies on his farm and 
makes cotton for his surplus crop does well, 
while the reverse leads to bankruptcy. 
Above all things then it is important for the 
farmer to make enough to live on, and his 
crop can cover all that is needed to give him 
&® greater variety of all kinds of food, fruit 
and vegetables inthe greatest abundance. He 
saves house reit and fuel, and for his money 
crop for the future it is better not to depend 
entirely on cotton. 

The more intelligent farmers will have 
to study the small fruit and early vegetable 
question, keep up with southern markets 


in 


| and make connections with responsible men, 
in the city to sell their products, Another 
fruitful source of profit for the small farmer 
are chickens and eggs. Eggs are selling in 
the south for 30 cents a dozen, chickens 
30 to 40 cents each, It is much easier and 
more profitable to raise chickens and eggs 
for market at half these figures than to raise 
cotton at 10 cents a pound. 

The cotton business, as the only money 
product, will play out after awhile. We 
have plenty of knowing men who say cotton 
will never reach 10 cents a pound. again. 
This may or may notbe true, but it is time 
to think what we will do, should it prove so. 


SINCE THE supreme court has decided that 
the anti-lottery law is constitutional, we may 
look for an epidemic of gambling enterprises. 
If people cannot risk their money in one way 
they will try another.

A. BILL FILED 


By Mountain and Woodward Against Hop- 
pie and Lanier. 


The Atlanta Traction Company is sailing on 
rough seas. 

Yesterday a bill for injunction, great in bulk 
and bristling with law terms, was filed by one 
wing of the controversy, which has been going 
on inside of the company for some time. The 
gentlemen filing the bill are Mr. J. H. Moun- 
tain and Mr. H. L. Woodward, and they seek 
to restrain Mr. George E. Hoppie, Mr. H. L. 
Lanier and Mr. A. P. Stewart from doing a 
number of things affecting the interests of the 
company. 

The bill occupies fifteen pages of type-writ- 
ten foolscap, and the petition recited the full 
history of the company from the granting of 
the charter to the present time. Many unin- 
teresting but necessay details are gone into in 
the bill, but the interesting part commences 
when the time of Mr. A. P. Stewart’s 
connection with the company, is 
reached. It appears that Mr. Stewart 
holds two shares of stock and is trustee. This 
was done to preventatiein the board of 
directors, and one share of the stock belongs 
to one side of the controversy and the other 
share to the other. 

The petitioners say that Mr. Stewart is posi- 
tively unfriendly to Mr. Mountain, and would 
vote with Hoppie and Lanier on all questions. 
They seek to prove this by showing his posi- 
tion on the new by-laws which were adopted 
by his vote. These by-laws, they say, are 
arbitrary, unjust and harsh. They have asked 
Mr. Stewart to retire from the board of direc- 
tors, but he has announced his intention of re- 
maining. 

Mr. Hoppie went east, the bill says, on De- 
cember 26th to buy $6,600 of electric equip- 
ments. He bought $22,000 of electric equip- 
ments and four thousand five hundred dollars’ 
worth of cars. The petitioners opposed this 
purchase and did not want toapprove of it, but 
it was approved by the vote of Director Stew- 
art. They go on to say that when Mr. Hoppie 
went east he carried $100 as expense money. 
When he returned he made out an expense 
accountof $350.15in addition. This bill was 
‘slso approved by Mr. Stewart’s vote. 

The prayer of the petitioners is that the de- 
fendants be enjoined from acting under the 
company's new by-laws, and that A. P. Stew- 
art be restrained from acting as a director. 
They also pray that the contracts of Hoppie be 
not ratified. 

The petition closes: “If this relief is not 
deemed appropriate by the court, a receiver for 
the company is prayed for.”’ 

Judge Clarke signed the bill and set Feb- 
ruary 14th for a hearing of it. In the mean- 
time the defendants are restrained as prayed 
for. Thecase may get even more sensational 
before the end is reached.

He 
may issue a prociamation, in a day or two, 
calling upon the peopie of Georgia to render 
such aid as they can tothe starving Kussians.

The Georgia Pacific Wants to Mulet thy 
Central. 


SPENCER FOR PRESIDENT OF THE R. & D, 


It Is Said That He Has Been Offered 
$50,000 a Year Salary—Railroad 
Gossip. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., February 3.—[(Special.]— 
The Central railroad directors were in session 
this morning. General Alexander presided, 
and there wasa long and earnest conference 
over the adjustment of the claims outstanding 
between the Georgia Central and the Georgia 
Pacitic, or the Richmond Terminal. 

It will be remembered that the Georgia 
Pacific people claimed outstanding obligations 
of something like $800,000, and the Central 
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board disputed the claim, contending that the 


road was leased with its property and obliga- 
tions'in the nature of a “growing business,” 

That matter was submitted to arbitration, 
and the Georgia Central put up securities to 
secure the payment of the Central and South- 
western dividends in New York and Savannah. 
Tomorrow a committee, consisting of General 
E. P. Alexander, and Directors Joseph Hill, 
of Savannak, and C. H. Phinizy, of Augusta, 
will goto New York to meet the Terminal 
committee and discucs some adjustment of 
these claims. 

After the meeting, a prominent director said: 
‘‘It seems that under the review of the Olcott 
committee Wall street became very much im- 
pressed with the soundness and value of the 
Terminal properties. They were especially 
pleased with the showing General Alexander 
and Mr. Cunningham made for the Georgia 
Central.” 

Put the Bankers to Thinking. 

‘This investigation put the bankers to think- 
ing. Wall street knows a good thing when 
she sees it, andis quick to act. The recent 
risés in the Terminal securities meant, really, 
that there have been purchases in significant 
quarters. I think a strong combination of 
bankers, consisting of Mr. Olcott, William C., 
Whitney, Drexel, Morgan & Co., and others, 
have come into possession of the Terminal 
securities. 

**This shows that a select financial body is 
now behind the system, and means a thorough 
reorganization upon railroad and business 
principles. Expert railroad managers will be 
putin charge of the property all along the 
line, and this great system will no longer exist 
as a mere speculative interest.” 

‘*Who is to be president of the Richmond 
and Danville system ?’’ 

Sam Spencer Probable. 

This is not decided, but I should not be 
surprised tosee Samuel Spencer put at the 
head. He is a Georgia boy,and graduated about 
twenty-five years ago at the State university. 
He was at the head of the Baltimore and Ohio 
system, but was put out on account of a disa- 
greement with the Garretts. Since then Mr. 
Spercer has been in charge of the financial in- 
terests of Drexel, Morgan & Co., and it ig 
through this house that Mr. Spencer has been 
led to consider the question of taking charge 
of the Richmond and Danville system.” 

‘Will Mr. Inman remain at the head of the 
Richmond Terminal ?” 

‘*He may do so, although this is not known. 
Mr. Inman, however, is very anxious for Mr. 
Spencer to accept the position of president of 
the Richmond and Danville. Thereis entire 
harmony between them. Mr. Inman recog- 
nizes what a gain it would be for this southern 
system, so he is anxious at least to turn over 
the railroad work to an experienced and 


practical railroad man. It is rumored that . 


Mr. Spencer has been offered $50,000 a year to 
accept the presidency, and it is understood he 
will do so, if the Terminal people will give 
him carte blanche to reorganize the road 
‘according to his own idea. The Terminal 
directors are now discussing the plan, and are 
considering how far they are willing to follow 
out Mr. Spencer’s programme. Central rail- 
road stock would goup rapidly under this re 
organization. I donot believe the Calhouns 
have anything to do with the new deal." 


Long and Short Hauls. 


The Monroe Advertiser makes some perti- 
nent remarks about the long and short haul 
law. It asks: 

‘*‘What has become of the ‘long and short 
haul’ clause of the interstate commerce act? 
Look at this. First-class freight rate from 
Cincinnati and other Ohio river points to Ma- 
con, Ga., 107; from the same points to For- 
syth, 131, making a difference of 24 cents ia 
favor of ‘Macon, notwithstanding Macon is 
twenty-four miles further distant from these 
points than Forsyth. These are first-class 
rates, and there is a proportionate difference 
in the other grades in favor of Macon and 
against Forsyth. The fact that the freight 
must be hauled twenty-seven miles farther 
when shipped from those points to Macon 
than when shipped from Forsyth, should, if it 
makes any difference in freight rates, make it 
in favor of the Jatter.’’ . 


Thomasville’s. Offer. 


Thomasville raised $15,000 some months 
ago to buy terminal facilities for the Georgia 
Southern and Florida. Atthat time Messrs. 
Sharke and Lane had hopes of extending their 
road from Tifton to Thomasville. In the event 
of their doing that the road was to get the 
$15,000 or its equivalent. The company 
went into a receivership and the extension was 
never built. 3 

At present the $15,000 is invested in good 
property, The offer is still open to the Geor- 
gia Southern and Florida, but if this 
company cannot build the branch line, Thom- 
asville proposes to offer it to any road that will 
build to the town.

These little packages contained 
bids, proposals for the state military encamp- 
ment site. They were sealed—all except one, 
and that bore the postal date mark ‘Rome, 
Ga., February ist.” 

If it had not been mailed too late to get to 
Atlanta after the Ist, it would also have been 
sealed ; but it came after the hour named for 
bids tocome in, and, hence, bad not been treated 
with the tender respect the others received. 

But it was there, along with the other bids, 
just the same, and, when the adjutant and in- 
spector general held it up and asked ‘‘Gentie- 
men, what shall we do with it?’”’ the board be- 
gan to think. 

**‘When was it written ?’’ asked one member 
of the board. 

“It is dated January 30th, and was mailed 
February lst,” was tha reply. 

“Well, then if it has anything like as good 
an offer as we are after, I don’t see why we 
can’t consider it a legitimate bid. It shoula 
have been here in time, but the people of 
Rowe are not responsible if it didn’t come on 
schedule time after it was mailed." 

A inajority of the board seemed to think so, 
too, and it is very apt that Rome will be ‘‘in 
it’’ for all her offer is worth. 

The main question before the board was, 
Shall the site be a permanent one, or shall it 
be temporary? There is some cause for fear, 
oue member of the board thought, that the 
legislature will withdraw the military appro- 
priation next year, and in that event would it 
not be wise to have only a temporary encamp- 
ment this year? 

This idea, however, was very quickly crushed 
out, and the board decided to make it perma- 
nent, taking the risk of subsequent discontin- 
uance of the appropriation. Indeed, it was 
thought by the adjutant general and others 
that the law is positive in requiring that the 
site selected shall be a permanent one. Cap- 
tain Hardeman, of Macon, was not so sure of 
this. He thinks the law simply means to 
authorize, and not command, the board to 
make the site a permanett one. + 

The discussion on this point was brief, for it 
was very soon decided to make it a fixture. 

Opening the Bids. 

The bids were opened and read by the secre- 
tary, Captain Hardeman, of Macon. 

The members of the board listened atten- 
tively while the reading went on, and when 
they were ali finished, many of them remarked 
that they were all pretty good bids. 

There has already been an outline of these 
bids givenin Tur ConstiTuTIOn. Some of 
tie places offered as much land asthe board 
wanted, no matter how much that might be. 

A delegation of Grillin men were there 
headed by Colenel Bailey, who spoke long and 
forcibly in behalf of Griffin’s claim. 

Mr. Kincaid, of Warren Springs, talked 
about the untold benefits to be derived from 
the sulphur water of that place. 

When they had finished the board began to 
do some plain talking, directly to the point. 

Among the bidders three are cities, Kome, 
Atlanta and Macon. The question may give 
some trouble to the board before itis done, if 
it isn’t best forthe encampment to be at a 
large-city, rather than away from it, as the 
military men in camp will run off to the big 
city nearest the encampment, anyhow, if it 
be placed in a smaller place. 

To Go the Rounds, 

All of these questions were laid aside, how- 
ever, and the board decided to take a trip 
down to Griffin this morning to visit the 
grounds and further investigate the offer made 
by that energetic place. 

They will come back to Atlanta tonight, 
and get their heads together for further con- 
ference, and will go down to Warm Springs 
tomorrow to look into the offer from that 
town. 

They will visit all of the places before final 
adjournment, and the chances are that the 
board will bein session the remainder of the 
week.

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CUT HIS HEAD OFF. 


Walter Cook, Who Murdered Young Kiser, 
to Be Tried Today. 


HIS NARROW ESCAPE FROM LYNCHING. 


A Thrilling Chapter That Has Not Before 
Been Told—The Horrible Crime 
He Committed, 


A Campbell county bailiffcame to Atlanta - 


last night for one of the worst criminals in the 
Fulton county jail. 

He is a negro who had a remarkably narrow 
escape from lynching. 

The prisoner is Walter Cook, a negro boy, 
about twenty years of age, and he will be car- 
riedto Fairburn this morning to answer the 
charge of murder. The trial will hardly be a 
long one, as the crime with which he is charged 
isone of the blackest and most brutal that 
ever marred the criminal record in Georgia. 

With a heavy ax he literally chopped off 
the head of young Andrew Kiser, one of the 
most promising young men in Campbell. The 
murdered young man was a kinsman of Major 
Kiser, of this city, and his family stands among 
the first in that section. Cook is an idle, lazy, 
shiftless negro, and hardly seems’ to realize 
the seriousness of the charge hanging over 
him. 

The horrible crime was committed about 
four months ago. Young Kiser left home to 
bring some cotton to Atlanta for market, and 
was to be gone two days. Atthe end of two 
days he had not returned, and his family en- 
tertained grave fears for his safety, They 
commuuicated their alarm to their neighborg 
and a search for the missing young man was 
begun. Some of them came to Atlanta and 
others scoured the.country around his home 
for a trace of him. Finally his body was found. 
A powerful stroke with an ax had nearly 
severed his head from his body. 

For a day or so mystery covered the murder, 
but link by link the chain of, circumstances 
was put together, and the murder was fastened 
upon Walter Cook. He was at once arrested 
and carried to the Fairburn jail. 

Pretty soon the air became thick with 
rumors of a lynching, and the sheriff decided 
to bring his prisoner to Atlanta. 

The indignant citizens who wanted to 
avenge the murder of young Kiser heard of 
this, and decided that Cook should never 
reach the Atlanta jail if they could help it. 

A council of war was held and it was de- 
cided that the lynching party should go to 
East Point and there take Cook from the 
train. 

They knew the train on which Cook would 
be carried to Atlanta, and knew there was 
little time to lose. 

Putting spurs to their horses, the party of 
men galloped silently, but determinedly, 
toward East Point. 

But they were the victims of their own mis- 
calcuiation. 

Just as they galloped. into East Point, a 
speck of black smoke resting onthe sky and 
a faint roaring noise toward Atlanta told them 
that the train had passed. 

The telegraph operator told them that the 
train could hardly have reached West End by 
that time. 

So Walter Cook’s neck was saved for the 
time being. 

He has been in the Fulton county jail since 
that time, and has confessed his guilt. He 
offers no excuse in extenuation of the hor- 
rible crime. 

Cook will be taken to Fairburn on the 7 
o’clock train this morning, and _ his trial will 
begin at once. 


He has employed no lawyer. 
It is not regarded as safe for Cook to be in 


Campbell county atall, as the friends of his | 


victiin are stili indignant and thirsting for 
vengeance. 
Another Murder Trial. 

Another murderer, accused of a horrible 
murder, will be put on trial for his life in 
Fairburn this week. 

He is John Nimmo, who shot and killed his 
father in Fairburn just before Christmas.

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TWO ACRES OF LAND 
Are the Source of Cephas Cochrain’s 
Many Troubles. 


IN JAIL ON THREE CHARGES, 


And Two Law Suits Are Pending in the 


Courts, All Springing from the Two 
Aores of Land. 


Two acres of Jand have gotten Cephas Coch- 
ran into jail on three very serious charges, and 
into two law suits besides. 

The land is situated in Buckhead district, 
and is not above the average red hills of Geor- 
gia iu fertility and value; but it has gotten 
Cephas into as much trouble asif it had been 
a vorner lot in Atlanta. 

Cephas is a shrewd and thrifty negro of an 
accumulative turn of mind, and has managed 
to become the possessorof a small farm in 
Buckhead. An adjoining farm is owned by 
Mrs. M. C. Pursley, and for some time a dis- 
pute has been kept up between this lady and 
the negro as to the ownership of two acres of 
land situated near the line between them. 
So warmiy and so persistently has this con- 
tention been kept up that Mrs. Pursley says 
that Cochran threatened to kill her, if she did 
not desist from claiming the property. 

Finally it was decided to place the matter in 
the hands of the land processioners of the dis- 
trict. This was done, the line was surveyed, 
and by the decision of the processioners the 
contest was ended in Mrs. Pursley’s fayor. 
The negro acquiesced for awhile, but last week 
filed a suit in the superior court appealing 
from the decision of the processioners. 

Monday he decided to take possession of the 
land again, and he and his wife went out to 
move the fence. 

Mrs. Pursley came to where the negro was 
at work, and asked him to stop. 

He did not stop but became deeply enraged, 
and seizing a rail struck the lady a heavy 
blow with it. She of course could do nothing, 
but left the negro, who continued his work. 

Mrs. Pursley went to a justice and swore 
out a warrant charging Cephas with assault 
with intent to murder; a warrant charging 
him with removing a land corner, and another 
charging him with trespass. 

Under these warrants he was arrested and 
taken to the Fulton county jail yesterday by 
Bailiff Graves. 

He admits striking Mrs, Pursley with a rail, 
but says it was an accident. 

Mrs. Pursley yesterday filed a suit in the su- 
perior court to recover possession of the two 
acres of landindispute. She is represented 
by Mr. W. T. Moyers. Colonel T. W. La- 
tham is the attorney for Cochran and he hopes 
to get him out on bond in a day or so.

THE NEW YORK MARKET, 


fhe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 


NEW YORK, February 3.—The stock market to- 
day was feverish and very much mixed all day, and 
good buying of Western Union, Manhattan, Wheeling 
and Lake Erie preferred and Lake Shore in the fore- 
noon was more than offset by heavy selling in Indus- 
trials, Atchison, Union Pacific and Louisville and 
Nashville later in the dey, although a spurt in Coalers 
had a good effect for some time. There seemsto bea 
strong impression that there will be an increase in the 
dividend on Western Union when the next one is de- 
clared, and the strength of the stock is very pro- 
nounced, aided by the impression that the Gould in- 
terest is now ranged on the bull side. A depressing in- 
fluence, today, however, came from Chicago and was 
exerted most vigorously in Industrial stocks, with 
which that center is identified, but the Grangers came 
in for their share of losses in the afternoon drive, 
which brought prices of many stocks down to the low- 
est level at which they have been seen in some time, 
Distillers, of course, was most prominent, and while it 
was well held for sometime after the opening decline, 
it gave way with a rush in the afiernoon, accom- 
panied by Chicago Gas and Cordage stocks, 
whose high prices invited an attack. The extreme 
loss in the latter was 3’, per cent, while others were 
not far behind. Among the railroad list, Louisville 
and Nashville continued to yield right from the open- 
ing, while New England, after a weak spell in the 
forenoon, was held quite firm against the weakness of 
the rest of the market during the remainder of the day. 
Burlington was the feature of the late drive, but its 
improvement prevented any material loss forthe day. 
The rest of the market, after a steady opening, devel- 
oped considerable strength, but the advances were 
only fractional and the demand was at no time urgent, 
so that with the pressure brought to bear by the bears, 
prices yielded slowly all along the line. Concessions 
werein no case material outside of the shares men- 
tioned, anda slight rally occurred in the last hour. 
The market closed heavy to weak, however, at or near 
the lowest point. Cordage stocks were specially weak 
in the last drive, and common lost 3'4 per cent. Other 
material declines were: Distillers 2%, Chicago Gas 2, 
Wew England 1%, Loutsville and Nashville 14%, and 
Union Pacific 1. Hocking Valley was remarkable for 
its strength in the afternoon, and it scored a net ad- 
vance of 1 percent, but other low-priced shares were 
in no way remarkable during the day.

NEW YORK, February 2.—The course of the cotton 
market still continues toward a lower level of prices, 
In both Liverpool and New York, quotations for 
futures are below those of yesterday, and lower than 
the lowest formerly reached. So frequently is- this 
state that it is growing to be monotonous and people 
are skeptical asto when the bottom will really be 
touched, With such skepticism, comes an increase of 
confidence on the part of those who have profited by 
the decline, and who professedly see no reason why it 
should proceed further. The weakness in Liverpooy 
where closing figures are 3-64 under last night has been 
aggravated, so our cables advise by the large receipts 
and the decline abroad, where an advance had been 
expected, in turn provoked a tresh depression here. 
Opening figures were some 7 to 8 points below last 
evening. A bear raid later carried prices some 4 
points further down, but by 1 o’clock a slight recovery 
resulted, upon the news that New Orleans reccipts

tracts today have not been quite as strong, relatively, 
as they were a few days ago, and it seems to be the 
impression that the narrowing of the differences will 
result in the delivery of a considerable quantity of 
cotton on the near positions. With cotton forimmedi- 
ate delivery now selling under 7 cents in New York, 
the question again presents itself: asto what will be 
found a fair investment price for the existing surplus, 
until a reduction of the stocks shall bring it into 
demand.

CHICAGO, February 3.—The depression noticed 
siuce the beginning of the present month prevailed 
today.

But Under the Law It Cannot Be Helped 
Now. 


SOME HEIRS OF ESTATES CAN'T GET BACK 


The Direct Tax Money the Deceased Paid 
inthe Trying Days of ’65—Other 
News at tho State Capitol. 


There is a hitch in the payment of the direct 
tax to some applicants. 

The question has been threatening itself 
upon the executive department for some time, 
and came up vesterday directly for settlement. 

Ordinary Wiley, of Bibb county, wrote to 
the governor stating that a number of appli- 
cants for repayment of the direct taxes in his 
county show thatthe man who paid the tax 
has long since died, and the estate divided 
among the heirs and the executors or adminis- 
trators discharged. 

Now the question that demands an answer 
is: Can these heirs of the man, who paid the 
direct tax, get the money back froin the gov- 
ernment? 

The answer to the question is, ‘*No.” 

There aze but two classes of applicants who 
can get direct tax money in Georgia, first, the 
man who paid the tax originally; second, his 


lawful representatives, meauing executors or | 


adininistrators. 

This is the verdict of Assistant Attorney 
General William A. Little, on the question: 

The original act of congress provides, in case of 
deceased persons, that payment should only be 
made to their legal representatives. The act of 
the general assembly of Georgia not only adopts 
the same language, but refuses to allow payments 
to be made to heirs. It is, therefore, ny opinion 
that, under the act of the general assembly, pay- 
mens can only be made, first, to the persou from 
whom the tax is collected; second, if such person 
be dead, then to his executor or administrator. 

This seems a palpable hardship to the heirs 
of those payers of the direct tax that cannot 

et the money back again while others can. 

‘he money will be held by the executive de- 
partment until the legislature meets, and then 
a Jaw might be passed authorizing the ordina- 
ries of counties, in which such. applicants 
reside, to pay the inoney out among the heirs 
of the estate of him who originally paid the 
direct tax. 

The executive department wrote a letter to 
Ordinary Wiley, of Bibb, yesterday telling 
him of this provision of the law, 

#40,000 More Paid Out. 

The confederate widows of Georgia took 
$40,000 more out of Colonel Bob Hardeman’s 
big safe yesterday. 

Captain Harrison was kept busy all day 
handing out the pink-tinted warrants to the 
women, who called in person many of them, 
and others who sent their representatives to 
get their money. 

Comptroller General Wright was also kept 


hard at work making checks to those widows | 


over the state who have made him their 
representative. 

“There are two widows of prominent Geor- 
gia leaders in the war who have authorized 
me to draw their money and forward it to 
them, and I am going to doit with as much 
pleasure as I ever did anything in my life,’’ 
said Tip Harrison yesterday. 

‘Who are the women ?’”’ somebody asked. 

“One is the widow of Thomas R. R. Cobb 
(God bless his memory), and the other is the 
widow of Major W.S. Grady, the mother of 
dead Henry Grady, who cared so much for 
these old soldiers and their widows.” 

The Prisoners in Jail. 


A telegram was received yesterday from 
Sheriff Miller, of Ware county, by Governor 
Northen, informing him that the prisoners 
who were threatened by a mob had been 
tried in court, sentenced and sent back, under 
the military guidance of the Waycross Rifles, 
to Chatham jail, and safely locked in their 
cells again. ‘ 

This ends what promised to be a very 
serious and bloody affaira few days ago. 

An Important Decision. 


There was animportant decisionin the su- 
preme court yesterday, interesting especially 
to those who take promissory notes. 

The ruling is thata promissory note fora 
certain amount, with interest at the rate of 8 
per cent per annum after maturity, dated 
March 4, 1885, for instance, and promising to 
pay “on the 5th of March after date’’ isambigu- 
ous and open to explanation by extrinsic evi- 
dence. In the absence of any such evidence, 
there can be no error in a court construing the 
note as maturing on the Sth of March, 1856, 
rather than on the Sth of March, 1855, as the 
date of the note inciuded the month and year 
as well as the day on which it was executed. 

A Big Day for the World’s Fair. 

Yesterday was a big day for the work on the 
world’s fair exhibit in Georgia. 

Mr. Charlton Way who was appointed one 
of the commissioners from Georgia turns up as 
a very hard worker for the Georgia exhibit at 
the big Columbian exposition. 

He wrote a letter to Governor Northen yes- 
terday telling him that he had just been to 
Chicago and the consuliation with Director 
General Davis of the world’s fair had secured 
Bn option on a haif dozen splendid sites for 
Georgia’s building and asked the governor to 
instruct Mr. Amorous and Architect Norman 
to communicate with Director Genera! Davis 
at once. 

A letter was also received from Mr. Julius 
L. Brown expressing his pleasure in accepting 
the appointment as chairman of the commit- 
tee on mines and mining. He pledges his 
best efforts to the work. 

Mrs. W. H. Felton and Mrs. Olmstead are 
moving on with the work in the woman’s de- 
partment. They will both visit the agricul- 
tural convention in Cuthbert next week. 

A Pardon Granted. 

Another pardon was granted by Governor 
Norihen yesterday. 

It wasin favor of Ed Atkinson, charged 
with simple larceny, and sentenced to twelve 
years in the chaingang by Hall county superior 
court. 

The judge who sentenced him asked the 
pardon to be granted.
